If Madero is President 

An incident occurred list Friday In 
the cily of Puebla, that has thrown a 
beauiifui side-lixht on the character of 
Mr. Francisco I. Madero, the man who, 
in all human probability, will be elected 
President of Mexico next October, says 
Our I>umb Animals.

Referring to a gala performance given 
in Puebla, last Friday, jointly 'by the 
Tom iterance League and the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, in 
in. nor of Mr Madero, Miss Mena says: 

"Replying to your letter of the fif- 
teenth. I beg to state that in fact we did 
uniio with the Temperance League in a 
festival in honor of Mr. Madero, and it 
was a splendid performance. I made a 
short address to Mr. Madero, in the 
name of our group, the Puebla Society 
for the Pre vent ion of Cruelty to Animals. 

When Mj, Madero replied, he praised 
the labors of the Temperance League, 
and his eulogy of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals was 
most hearty. He characterized our la- 
bors as 'arduous, but highly significant 
in the cultivation of altruistic senti- 
ments.'

couple of deer, male and female. 1 ran 
to the place where they had fallen, and 
found the male deer dead and his com- 
panion dying. At she died she turned 
on me a gaze so tad and so full of sweet 
reproach, that it impressed me very 
deeply, and from that day to this I have 
never hunted.'

Our Rural Schools. 

Sute Supervisor of Rural Schools re 
ports lo Superintendent John Noland : 

Schools are organized and maintained 
that the children may be educated. 
Spencer defines education as a "prepara- 
tion" for complete living; Dewey says 
education "is" life. Whether we accept 
one or the other or both of these defini- 
tions, we may ask oat sjives how do our 
rural schools prepare for real life and 
how far do they represent life. Again, 
we may ask what is the real purpose of 
education. Is it the full and harmonious 
development of the individual as some 
tell us? Is it culture I* it discipline '• 
Is it utility Perhaps there is truth in 
each of these ideals : but where does 
Society come in" II seems to me that 
every one of these delinilions and ideals 
are individualistic. The emphasis is 
upon the individual rather than upon 
society. But the individual must live 
his life in society: he must find himself 
in and adjust himself lo society. Sup- 
pose that we "fully and harmoniously 
develop all the powers of the individual" 
round him out to a large circle, how will 
he fit himself in a triangular niche in 
society: To be concrete, suppose we 
educate a boy in latin and history, 
science and mathematics, round him 
out. develop an ambition for great t hings. 
and when he leaves high school he tindt 
no place open to him except common 
and heavy physical labor, what will hap- 
pen': 

I have made the foregoing remarks to 
prepare for the declaration that social 
efficiency should be an end in education. 
While educating the individual let us 
not forget that he must make a living. 
Therefore in planning the course of 
study for a school, some thought should 
be t«ken of what the children are fotag 
to do in the world. The school should 
reflect the life of the community. 

But some one will say that you cannot 
know what a child will do in the world. 
This is true of one child but it is not 
true of a community. Statistics show 
lhat ninety per cent, of the boys of a 
community will follow the Industries of 
the community. Shall we, then, ignore 
the preparation of the ninety per cent, 
for the life we know they will live be- 
cause of the unknown ten per cent ! 

This brings us to the question : What 
is an efficient school ! Is it not a school 
that prepares a child to live completely 
somewhere, in some certain kind of com- 
munity": Is it possible for a school to 
prepare a child to live anywhere, every- 
where': Can a Madison County school 
prepare a child lo live in France or in 
the mining regions of Pennsylvania v 
Cm Ihe contrary, should not the rural 
schools of this county prepare the chil 
dren of the country to live completely, 
lo get the most out of life in tho coun- 
try: Moreover, since the country peo- 
ple are almost exclusively engaged in 
agriculculture, ought not the schools 
prepare the children to live completely 
the life of a Blue Grass agriculturalist I 
If this preparation for life as a Madison 
County farmer prepares the children lo 



learn to live in other places and under 
other conditions, well and good : but no 
country school can or should prepare for 
a cosmopolitan life. 

To be specific, an eflicient school 
lould teach the children to read, to 
write, to spell, to calculate concerning 
the actual life of the people. This i* 
first and most important. Education 
ike charity, should begin at home. Not 
only should the school teach the chil- 
dren all the traditional subjects in close 
contact with life, but it should train the 
children in the major activities of the 
community. Tbis means manual train- 
ing, agriculture, domestic science, elc 
In short, the efficient school should 
leach the child what he needs to bw, 
and which theout-of-school environment 
can not or will not teach him. 

As Supervisor of Rural Schools, with 
your permission. I have tried to impress 
these ideas upon your teachers. Fur- 
ther, I have tried lo mako plain to them 
the now recognized fact lhat no school, 
that only tries to teach the traditional 
course in the dead, memorizing way, 
can lay any claim to efficiency. They 
have been weighed in the balance of 
public opinion and found wanting. This 
is proven by the lack of interest in the 
schools and in the unspeakable school 
houses everywhere in the state. 

During the past week and in a pre 
vious week, 1 visited many of your 
schools and was greatly pleased with 
much I found in them. I shall speak < f 
three schools only, but I desire to state 
distinctly that the fact lhat I mention 
only three schools must not be construed 
a criticism of other schools. Nor 
must the fact that I mention different 
things in the three schools be understood 
to mean lhat they do not exist in the 
olher schools. I cannot describe pll the 
schools visited, nor all the good things 
in any school. 

MISS NOLAND'S SCHOOL-SPEED- 
WKLL. 



In addition to many excellent features 
mentioned in connection with Miss No- 
land's school, the following were some- 
what distinctive : The school yard is a 
beauty; a large flag floats from a pole 
surmounting the building; the house is 
newly painted. Miss Boudinot has 
graded her school completely in the 1st, 
2d. 3d. 5th and 7th grades. One of her 
language classes was studying hemp, 
and ar other. Tennyson — a good combin- 
ation — the vocational and the cultural. 
The sewing of the girls was especially 
good. 

MISSES WHITLOCK AND PARK'S 
8CHOOL. 

I can only mention two things con- 
nected with this school. Last year Miss 
Whitlock taught this school alone This 
year she has an assistant. Miss Satnyra 
Park. The work in this school this year 
is proving the superiority of a school 
with two teachers over a school wiih one 
teacher. I will say that there is no such 
a thing as an efficient school with only 
one teacher, unless the teacher is a gen- 
ius, and geniuses are rare. This school 
is following the course of study as laid 
out month by month, showing the possi- 
bility of a complete county organization. 

Based upon the various features found 
in the schools above mentioned, I think- 
fair to conclude: 

1st. That an earnest teacher can cre- 
ate a homelike and a pleasing environ- 
ment. 

2d. That a rural school can be accu- 
rately graded and taught month by 
month according to a course of study, 
and lhat the work is belter for it. 

3d. That the traditional course can 
be so uugln as lo illumine real life. 

4th. yThat manual training and sew- 
ing caf be taught in a rural school and 
that they add zest to the other studies. 

5ih. That a teacher can get tools if 
she wants them bad enough. 

Cth. That these community interests 
make the teacher's work lighter by fur- 
nishing motive to the students.

County Live Stock Inspectors 
Warned. 

Dr. A. J. Payne. State Live Stock In- 
spector, is notifying all Cjunty Live 
Stock Inspectors that they must certify 
to movements of sheep going into other 
states iutended for purposes other than 
immediate slaughter. All sheep not in- 
tended for such purposes to be shipped 
into other states must be billed through 
Louisville or Covinjton and there dipped 
under the supervision of a Federal In- 
spector who will certify to the interstate 
movement of such sheep. 

A violation of these rules by County 
Live Stock Inspectors is ptnishable b;- 
a fine of from $100 to 9300 and the rule 
must be strictly enforce) by all County 
Live Stock Inspectors.
